FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

Yoff, February 2. We \earn that the Raflian 
fleet bas quitted Sebaftopol, to attack Warna, and 
even Conttantinople ; in the mean time the grand 
army of Prince Potemkin, of which a ceafidera- 
ble corps has advanced towards the Danube, will 
attack the army of the Grand Vizir at Schumla, 
in the defiles of Mount Hamus. It is thought 
that Prince Potemkin will neglect nething to force 
the Turks to a peace, the terms of which he will 
Gifiate, before they can be affitted by their allies. 

Vienna, February 12. Yeiterday the Englith 
Charge des Affaires received the important intel- 
higence from Sir Robert Murray Keith, at Silto- 
via, that the Turkifh Plenipotentiaries had, on 
the 27th of Jaf{ month, agreed to conclude the 
treaty of peace with Auftria, coniormably to the 
convention of Reichenback ; every thing between 
the Porte and eur Court to remain.in the fame 
ftate it was-before the breaking out of the war on 
the 8th of Febraary, 1783, without any farther 
pretention on our part. Thus not only all the 
places taken (except Choczim, which is to re- 
main in our hands till a peace is concluded with 
Ruffia) are to be reftored ; but all former treaties 
between the two courts are to remain in ful! force; 
all this upon condition that our court fhall not 
take any further part in the prefent war between 
the Porte and Ruflia. The englith Ambaffador 
further mentions, that the Porte, notwithflanding 
the lofs of I{mail, Gas refolved not to make peace 
till Ruffia has returned all they have taken, and 
give up the Crimea. Nothing remains further 
to be done by the Minifters of the meditating 
powers at prefent, than to fettle the formal con- 
clufion of the above treaty, and the length to 
which their courts are to go in guaranteeing the 
fame. ; 

London, March 3. The intelligence brought by 
the Dutch mail on Saturday, gives us no promife 


of peace between the Ruflians and T he 
Raffian fleet, we learn, confifts 
fhips of the line, and twelve frigat ve 


blockaded Verna, which is about 60 leagues from 
Conftantinople ; and there were accounts brought 














to Vienna of its furrender. ‘This is not believed, 
though, from the panic ftruck by the carnage of 
Ifmael, there is little doubt but the place will fall. 

The carnage in I{mael continaed for two com- 
plete days; that is, there were two days of human 
flaughter after all refiftance had ceafed. Such was 
the old maaner in which Sovereigns, and their fa- 
ftruments, armies, treated their fellow creatures, 
and fuch was the iyfem, the departure of which 
our courtly race of writers affe& to deplore. 
Extra@ of a letter from Conjftantinople, Dec. 17+ 

“* The following very alarming iatelligence is 
circulated here: 

‘« That the grand fleet of Ruffia has been feen 
within a very little diflance of Varna, and the fe- 
cond divifion of this fleet has eaptured twelve vef- 
fels laden with cern for the fupport of our mar- 
kets. This report, with the arrival of an exprefs 
from the army of the Grand Vizir, whofe difpatch- 
es were kept fecret, had excited fo much coniter- 
nation, that the popalace affembled in feveral 
quarters of the city, and in pofitive terms, de- 
manded the conclufion of a peace. 

‘* The dread of the Raffian veffels was fo great 
upon the European coafts, that éven the fifhermen 
had taken refuge in the Canal.’’
